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MOLINEUX IN SING SING 


His Father Objects to a Fund 


Being Kaised in His Behalf. 


Wants Prayers Instead

to dc.ith in the electric chair. 


Hi : L'tofure, though entering a plea of 


not guilty at the beginning of the trial. 
Mohneux has al\\ ays declined to say one 
wor,l in his own defense even when the 
character of his wife was attacked by 
•witnesses and by Assistant District At- 
torney Osborne. but yesterday, when the 
conventional legal question of whether 
there \\as any reason why sentence 
ehould not be pronounced upon him was 
asked by the recorder, the prisoner de- 
fended his wife and referred to the ac- 
tion of the assistant district attorney as 
that of a "blackguard." Molineux's 
statement was brief, and soon after he 
made it he hurried out of the courtroom 
through a throng of thousands of cheer- 
•ing people to the Grand Central depot 
and thence on a New Yo'rk Central train 
to Sing Sing, where he now rests in one 
of the new cages in the death house in 
the state prison there. 


When the young man commenced his 


address to the court the recorder, with a 
motion of the hand, waved him aside and 
asked, "Is this by advice of counsel?" 
The counsel for the defense replied that 
it was the request of the defendant, and 
that hfc believed It was his right. The 
recorder then announced that he would 
permit the prisoner to address the court, 
although it was an unusual thing to do. 


Molineux declared that of the crime 


lor which he stood convicted he was ab- 
solutely and entirely innocent. 
"All of 


the evidence produced here," .he said, 
"does not point in the direction of any 
puilt on my part. 
I refer especially to 


the evidence of Miss Miller in regard to 
the purchase of that silver 
bottle- 


holder. 
She did not sell it to me. Also 


to the evidence of Mr. Koch respecting 
the letter box hired by somebody in the 
name of Harry Cornish. It was not 
hired by me. 
Nor did I possess at any 


time any of the instruments which ap-

Fur- 
thermore, he informed McGraiw that it 
would be impossible to deposit with the 
association the tease tor the new 
grounds for at least Wo weeks, because 
the grounds being negotiated for be- 
longed to the cdty, and certain legal 
forme had not yet "been completed. Mc-

• low Chewing Gum la Matin. ' 


A walk through a leading chewing 


gum factory is interesting. Here over 
1,000,000,000 pieces of gum are annual- 
ly produced and shipped to every por- 
tion of the world. 
Three hundred em- 


ployees are engaged in the manufacture 
of the gum, the first step of whioh is 
the importation of the raw chicle, 
•which is gathered by the peons in Mex- 
ico and exported in bales containing 
about 150 pounds eaoh. 


The gum is taken from the bales and 


Chopped into small pieces. These are 
freed from tree bark and chips by steam- 
ing and picking. 
Then it is ground in 


mills making 8,400 revolutions a min- 
ute. The ground gum is subjected to a 
continuous heat of 140 degrees F. in 
drying rooms. Prom here the gum is 
sent to the "white aproned cook," who 
adds the purest sugar and the freshest 
cream, granulated pepsin, powdered 
guru or kola or other desired ingredient 
to it and cooks it in a steam jacketed 
caldron, where it is turned and mixed 
by an ingenious double acting beater or 
rotating paddle until it has assumed the 
consistency of bread dough. 


Now the "dough boys" take hold of 


it and knead it in finely powdered sugar, 
passing it to the "rollers," where it is 
rolled between steel rollers until it is of 
the proper thickness, when it is whisked 
away to the "markers." The markers 
are steel kuived rollers whioh leave 
their impress upon the long sheets of 
appetizing gum before it goes to the 
"seasoning room," after whioh it is 
broken on the lines left by the markers. 
Now the gum finds its way to the 
"wrapping room." The nimble fingers 
of 150 dainty maidens are here at play. 
Under their deft touch waxed paper, 
tinfoil and pretty wrappers envelop the 
gum quick as a wink, and in another 
moment the "packers" have the gum to 
place in jars or boxes, wherein it is 
(hipped for sale to the general public.

39, with a fair record in all things—a 
good record in mathematics and engin- 
eering and a remarkable record as horse- 
man. 


More than 100 had entered with him, 


but one by one they had dropped out till 
only 39 remained. 


Apparently Grant remained markedly 


nnmilitary throughout the four years' 
course. He served as a private through- 
out the first two years. During the third 
year he was made sergeant, but was 
dropped (promotions at that time were 
made for soldierly qualities and had no 
exact relation to excellence in studies), 
and during the fourth year he served 
again as private. 


The first year he took up French and 


mathematics, and though the course 
was severe, including algebra, geometry, 
trigonometry, application of algebra to 
geometry, etc., he stood fifteenth in a 
class of 60 in mathematices and forty- 
ninth in French and twenty-seventh in 
order of general merit. The second year 
he climbed three points in general merit 
and stood twenty-fourth in a class of 
68. He stood tenth in mathematics, 
twenty-third in drawing, but was be- 
low tho middle in ethics and French. 
In his third year he rose in his drawing 
to 19, and was twenty-second in chem- 


I istry and fifteenth in philosophy, which 


was a very good standing indeed. Ho ' 
rose to 20 in general merit, 16 in en- 
gineering, 17 in mineralogy and geology, 
but was a little below the average in 
ethics, artillery and infantry practice. 


In general, it may be said that he left 


the academy with a good average record 
as a student and a very high record as a 
man.—Hamlin Garland in McClure's.

How English Timepieces Are Tried 


Their Regularity. 


There has been watchmaking at Cov- 


entry as long as there has been a watch 
trade in England, which is for the last 
200 years or thereabout. There used to 
be three centers of the English trade, 
these being Liverpool, Coventry and 
London. Now there are practically but 
two—Coventry and Birmingham. The 
test of a good watch is that it should 
obtain a Kew certificate, and of the 
watches that go to Kew 75 per cent are 
from Coventry. 


At Kew no watch haa yet succeeded 


in getting the 100 marks which signify 
perfection, but Coventry has come near- 
est, with 93, and is always well to the 
front. The Kew test is no light one. 
The watch is tested in every position 
and its rate registered, not only per day, 
but per hour. It is hung by its pendant, 
hung upside down, hung on each side, 
placed dial down and back down and at 
any number of angles, and to finish up 
with is baked in an oven and frozen in 
an ice pail. No wonder that a watch 
•with a Kew certificate ia a comfort to 
its owner.

When it is considered that it makes 


18,000 vibrations an hour and must not 
vary a second a week, while a quarter 
turn of its two time screws, meaning 
tho millionth of an inch, will make a 
difference of 20 seconds a day, the deli- 
cacy of its adjustment will be appreci- 
ated, as will also tho risk of intrusting 
its repair to any but skillful hands. —

THE TRAGEDY OF BALISOG 


The cable from the islands of Panay, 


giving the intelligence that these men 
Of the Twenty-sixth Massachusetts 
•n-ere cruelly tortured and put to death 
by insurgents at Balinog, comes as 
a vivid reminder of the character of 
some people with which United States 
officials and troops have to deal in the 
Philippine archipelago. The circum- 
stances we such as to make it believe- 
able that the men killed were not con- 
ducting themselves in a way becoming 
to American citizens and soldiers, but 
that does not lessen the awful meaning 
of their death by fiendish cruelty. They 
might have been held as prisoners of 
war, or they might have been humanely 
despatched. But neither would satis- 
fy Filipino justice. 
The savage de- 


mand was to take the men into the 
public square and slowly put them to 
death by indescribable torture. That 
Massachusetts men suffered 
such a 


death must be a most painful shock to 
Massachusetts citizens, but the suf- 
ferings and death of these three sol- 
diers will not have been in vain if they 
serve to teach us that proper regard in 
•which we should hold those men at 
home, who strive to their utmost to de- 
fame their country and set above us as 
examples of loyalists to liberty and hu- 
man rights the people among whom 
could be practiced this most barbarous 
inhumanity, 


THE BRITISH ALtlA^CE STOKY 


In view of the pertinacity of our de- 


mocratic brethren in insisting that 
there is a secret alliance between this 
country and Great Britain it may not 
be amiss if we point out a thins or 
two of very recent development which 
are not of the kind to make the demo- 
cratic hope buoyant. No denial from the 
state department seems to be effective. 
"We must find the denial outside the 
country before our critics will be silent. 
Probably such proof would not silence 
them; they would likely declare that a 
denial abroad was part of the bargain. 
However, we will venture the state- 
men that Lord Rosebery is not under 
the thumb of McKinley and we will 
quote a passage from Lord Roseberv's 
speech in the British hduse of lords 
Thursday. Lord Rosebery was raising 
the calamity howl as high as he could 
over the South African war and was 
picturing the sure distateirration of the 
empire should South Africa be lost. In 


' the course of his speech he said: 


"The crisis in South Africa is urgent, 


but we must not keen our eyes on 
South Africa alone. Last December the 
government made vigorous overtures 
tc two great powers, Germany and the 
United States, for an 
alliance, but 


those overtures were not received with 
such cordiality as to encourage the 
government to pursue them.' 


It is not understood that Great Brit- 


ain formally expressed to the United 
States her desire for an alliance. The 
understanding is that she did no more 
than make the most Informal intima- 
tions, but these were emwirl] to influ- 
ence the United States srovcmmpnt to 
convey the- imprpssion to Groat Britain 
that this country could not depart from 
its well established policy of freedom 
from foreign entanglements. "Those 
overtures," as Rosebery says, speaking 
for Great Britain, "were not received 
with such cordiality as to encourage 
the government to pursue them." 


The inuApiicabic Mr. Maorum has 


suc-ceeded in raising this alliance aues- 
tion to a. considerable prominence at 
present, though it waa impossible for 
him to do his plain duty by keeping 
his head and his post at the same 
time In Pretoria when the Britlsh-B^r 
v ar broke out. The New York Herald 
made Inquiry about the matter when 
Maorum had published himself, and In 
Its article quoten th,1s from, a high offlc- 
Sal, whose name !» wltheld for obvious

the civilized nations -which is unable to 
make a secret alliance with another 
power. European cabinets caji nego- 
tiate and have engaged In secret alli- 
ances, but the United States is nro- 
hlbited by its constitution from mak- 
ing a treaty or alliance which has not 
been submitted to the senate and rati- 
fied by that body. Consequently, the 
administration has never entered into 
an agreement in the nature of an al- 
liance or an understanding of such a 
character with Groat Britain, nor has 
it any intention of doing- so." 


Unprejudiced persons and persons 


•who are not looking for mateiial out of 
which to cut political arguments would 
come to> the conclusion that the alli- 
ance story has not been ratified in the 
house of facts.

government refuses to communicate to 
the Spanish senate the dispatches ex- 
changed before the war between Spasn 
and the United States. The reason for 
the refusal is that the publication 
might interfere with the good relations 
existing with the United States. These 
dispatches were refused to the sena- 
torial commission appointed to inquire 
into Spain's loss of her colonies. No 
doubt the Spanish government could 
obtain cheerful United States permis- 
sion to transmit the correspondence to 
its legislative houses. 


It is to be supposed that Molineux's 


speech to the judge yesterday was for 
effect, practical effect. There is prob- 
ably not a man likely to be dra'wn on 
the next jury if Molineux gets a new 
trial that will not have read the speech 
from the dock. The chances are that 
Molineux will experience death by elec- 
tricity.

But we find 
him declining to make a defense, r>re- 
ferring to rely on the impprleetions of 
the DTOsecution t-oi save his life. There 
is an awful admission in this.

Au luflamatory Evangelist From the 


Bomb—The Jew a* Theatrical Pro- 
ducer— Sapho and New York moral* 
—Thlug* Operatic—The Irlvh Joau 
of Arc—Bryan and HI* luu*. 


Correspondence of Transcript. 


New York, Feb. 16—An inflammatory 


evangelist from the south, intoxicated 
by his own orallsm, has been holding 
forth of late in the borough of Brook- 
lyn. While in the worst stage of mental 
inebriety, he made a savage assault 011 
that very numerous, and very well be- 
haved class of young women known as 
stenographers and typewriters. Filled 
with the fumes of the faith, he as- 
serted that these industrious and self- 
supporting workers are "licensed to 
lewdness." The alliteration was all 
right, but the alleged statement of fact 
caused such a rustling of skirts, such 
a sharpening of pencils, and such a 
rattling of Remmlnetons in concerted 
protest against the evangelical ac- 
cusation that the Rev. Len Broughton 
of Atlanta, Ga., was fain to pack his 
valise and start southward with all 
the symptoms of nostalgia. Tne lesson 
is obvious. It won't do to select any 
particular class 
for condemnation. 


The only.safe method is to denounce 
indiscriminately. 
We are all bad 


enough, Heaven knows. This Brough- 
ton incident has been seized upon by 
the women of the theatrical profession 
with something akin to gratitude. How 
Brother Len ever came to overlook 
the stage beauties and discover the 
stenographers and typewriters passeth 
human understanding. 


Speaking of the theatrical profession 


reminds me that the Jew has now 
practically driven the Gentile to the 
wall. This is not said with any intent 
to disparage the former. The dramatic 
productions in this town were never 
marked by more lavish outlay, by bet- 
ter taste, by better stage management, 
by more artistic performance, or by 
more careful consideration for the 
public's demand and delight. However 
objectionable may be the methods and 
the monopoly of the Semite to the 
prejudice which has existed for 1800 
years against Judaism In commercial 
life, it must be confessed that in the 
matter of theatricals the Jew has made 
his way to supremacy on his own mer- 
its. What care you, and what care I, 
whether it be the managerial hand of 
Klaw and Ehrlanger, or of plain John 
Smith, that furnishes forth the enter- 
tainment, provided play, performance 
and accessories be to our liking and of 
the best. And here I venture to say, 
even at the risk of being called erratic, 
that I think the Jew of Smollett much 
truer to the life than the Jew of 
Shakespeare. 


And this reminds me that the critics 


are just now in a spasm of morality 
over Olga Nethersole's appearance in 
Daudet's Sapho. I have not seen the 
play, and I do not intend to see it. 
"Ten nights in a bar-room," 
"Uncle 


Tom's Cabin," and the "Little Minis- 
ter" are bad enough for me. But 
ceally this town is in no need of a 


fit. Oom Paul and Richard Croker are 
both despotic rulere, but the only sim- 
ilarity in their purposes Is found In the 
determination of each to get the best 
of the Outlandera. 


William J. Bnrajt has made several 


entrances and exits here during the 
last week, but he faided to arouse the 
audience to any great pitch of enthu- 
siasm. He certalnlv delivers his lines 
well, but he Is sadly in need of a new 
play. Lieutenant Nolan was not more 
assuredly the man without a country 
than Bryan is the man without an is- 
sue. Nothimr oould be more fatuous 
than the belief that free silver was the 
magnet with which Bryan drew six 
and a half millions of voters to his 
support in '96. The truth ia it was a

prejudice 


against trusts and the unpatriotic sen- 
timent against expansion. That the 
trust operates to injure the individual 
Is still a matter for demonstration. 
Just why the work of Dewey in Manila 
bay should be undone is known only to 
a little coterie of journalists and son- 
neteers, with headquarters in Boston 
and a branch office in Springfield. Not 
very powerful reinforcements these for 
the beaten battalions of free silver.

Mysterious Defects In Engines. 


Defects often develop in steam en- 


gines and other machines that are very 
mysterious in their origin and call for 
great ingenuity in detecting the cause. 
Unless a man in charge of an engine 
develops habits of close observation he 
is likely to be easily beaten when any- 
thing tumsual takes place. 


We read lately of a tendency to run 


away of a Corliss engine, which was a 
great mystery for a time. The engine 
would speed np for a few momenta 
•without any .apparent canse and drop 
back to its normal speed without a>f- 
thing being done. The engine was taken 
apart and examined carefully, and par- 
ticular attention was devoted to the 
governor, but nothing wrong could he 
found. One day, while the engineer 
was looking at the engine, it suddenly 
speeded up about 50 revolutions above 
the normal, and before the steam could 
be shut off it dropped back to the regu- 
lar speed. The engine was stopped, the 
governor again taken apart, the valva 
mechanism examined and a minute in- 
spection made over the whole machine, 
and nothing could be found the matter. 


Some of the people about were be- 


ginning to think this erratic engine was 
acting outside of natural l»ws and that 
a real mystery surrounded the tendency 
to run away. By accident the engineer 
grasped the governor belt and was sur- 
prised to find that the pulley turned on 
the shaft. The pulley was of the com- 
mon kind, made in two pieces and bolt- 
ed together, being held to the shaft by 
the friction of the parts. The bolts had 
•worked loose aud permitted the pulley 
to turn on the shaft at short intervals. 


When hearing about this mystery, 


the surprise we experienced was that 
the engineer did not thoroughly examine 
that pulley after he had looked at the 
governor. —Locomotive Engineering.

Chemists sometimes have queer expe- 


riences. The following facts were told 
by a professor in one of our western 
universities: "For about ten years I 
have made a specialty of examining and 
reporting upon cases of real or suspected 
poisoning. As a number of my cases 
hava been connected with murder trials 
I havo had considerable notice in the 
daily papers. This reputation for mak- 
ing analyses for poisons has brought me 
a queer class 6f patrons. 


"Every year I have one or more old 


men come to me with samples of food to 
be examined for poison. These men, 
without exception, have married young 
wives, and when the husband is taken 
sick and does not recover as quickly as 
he thinks lie should he begins to suspect 
that hia young wife wants to get rid of 
him and is poisoning him gradually 
through the medium of his food. Of 
course he does not want his wife to 
know of his suspicions, so he quietly 
geta a sample of the food he suspects, 
and at some unusual hour for work, 
generally either early in the morning or 
very late in the evening, he comes to 
me and tells me very secretly that he 
wishes to have an examination for poison 
made. 


"Now the odd part is that though I 


have made a number of snch analyses I 
have never fotmd poison present in any 
case. Then the husband is very much 
afraid that hia wife will find out he sus- 
pected her, and he gsts out of my labo- 
ratory in the quickest and quietest man- 
ner possible. So every year I expect to 
see some elderly man coming apprehen- 
sively up my office stairs with a well 
concealed sample of food about him to 
be examined for poison. Every year he 
comes, ever year I make my analysis 
and find no poison, and every year the 
old gentleman gets information that he 
considers cheap at the price."—Chicago 
Journal.

"THE OLYMPIAN GAMES. 


Programme of Athletic Events to Be 


Held, at Paris Exposition. 


The official programme of the Olym- 


pian games which will be held at Par- 
is during the exposition this summer 
has been received by the manager of 
the University Track association at 
Princeton. 


The sports will begin May 27 and 


continue until Oct. 28, says the New 
York Herald. 
These include profes- 


sional and amateur track and field 
games, Rugby and association football, 
hockey, cricket, lawn tenais, croquet, 
bowling, baseball, lacrosse and golf. 


The events to which the Princeton 


team will compete are as follows: One 
hundred and ten meters hurdle, 100 
meters dash, 400 meters, 800 meters, 
1,500 meters, 400 meters hurdle, 2,500 
meters steeplechase, high jump, broad 
jump, pole vault, putting the shot and 
throwing the discus. 


The above are world's championship 


events and will take place on July 15, 
17, 19 and 22. The prizes will be ob- 
jects of art and medals, valued as fol- 
lows: For the track events, first prize, 
400 francs; second prize, 200 francs; 
third prize, 50 francs. The valuation 
of prizes for the field events is: First 
prize, 250 francs; second prize, 80 
francs. 


In addition to the championship 


events, the following special events 
will be held: Four thousand meters 
steeplechase, 200 meters dash, 60 me- 
ters dash, throwing the hammer, 200 
meters hurdle and triple jump. A spe- 
cial feature will be an international re- 
lay race of 5,000 meters between teams 
composed of five men, each running 
1,000 meters. The prize in this race is 
valued at 1,000 francs. 


Princeton will be represented in all 


of these events and in all probability 
will have two men on the all American 
relay team. The entries for all cham 
pionship and amateur events clos* 
June 14. The Princeton team will sail 
for Paris about June 15 and during the 
games will be quartered in a suburb of 
Paris. 


Fishing: For Tons, Santa Clara. 


v The fish ranged from 4 to 6 feet in 
length and from 75 to 800 pounds in 
weight, judging from their size. Like 
wolves they had rushed in from the deep 
sea and were moving down the coast, 
stampeding a school of smelts and flying 
fish and driving them out of the water, 
snapping at them and following them 
up into the air. Moving on, we found 
the school of unfortunates, a brownish 
patch of solid fish in the water, into 
which the tunas were charging. 


I have fished in the haunts of the tar- 


pon and taken almost every game fish 
to he found in American waters, but 
from this exhibition of the velocity and 
wonderful power of the tuna I did not 
believe it could be captured with a 24 
ounce rod or a tarpon outfit. We baited 
with large smelt and began trolling 
through the school. I soon had a strike, 
and, while not unused to surprises, I 
lost 800 feet of line and the tip of my 
rod so quickly that I hardly realized 
what had happened. My companion had 
his fine rod jerked from his hands, and 
I believe the fish was of the largest size, 
which notning could stop. — Sportsman's 
Magazine.

Events of tbe War Viewed by 


Official Eyes In Pretoria. , 


gTIEEING APPEAL TO ALL HATIONS 


That Bnvland B« Not Allow- 


ed to Accomplish by Famine WTxat 
She Has Failed to Do With th« 


, 8vror4 — Burgher*' Plucky Work 


i Agaliwt Emrland'* OhlTalry. 


An Interesting statement of the war 


situation from the Boer point of view 
recently reached the New York Sun's 
London office from a government offi- 
cial In Pretoria. The document, which 
Is about 10,000 words in length, bean 
the following indorsement: 


I have read the above and certify that the (am* 


ii la substance correct. 


F. W. HEIT3, State Secretary, a A. B. 


Much of the document Is repetition 


of well known facts, but a brief re- 
view of the Boer version of the princi- 
pal battles of the war, the Boer out- 
look regarding the future of the strug- 
gle, 
the apprehension that England 


may accomplish by famine what she 
could not do with the sword—these and 
other features make the following ex- 
tracts from this semiofficial statement 
of remarkable interest: 


PBETOBIA, Dec. 10, 1899.—The battle 


of Glencoe was fought on Oct 20 and 
lasted about 12 hours—from 4 a. m. to 
4 p. m. 
According to English dis- 


patches, the Boers mustered 9,000 men. 
I have the very best authority for stat- 
ing that the total number of General 
Meyer's commando was 2,900 men, 
nearly half of whom, constituting a re- 
serve force, were not in action. Of the 
four cannon of the Boers only three 
were used. Instead of 4,000 Boers be- 
ing on the Talana hill there were only 
900, 
who on account of a heavy fog en- 


veloping the hill could not take part in 
the fight. Besides these, there were a 
few troops spread out on the flats who 
also did not take part in the action. The 
actual number engaged was about 
1,250. The four Maxims with the com- 
mando could not be employed. It was 
cabled to England that IT guns had 
been captured, whereas not a single 
one had been touched by the enemy. 
On the contrary, the Boers took one of ' 
the enemy's Maxims. Prom all ac- ' 
counts the enemy must have had close 
upon 6,000 men at Dundee and 24 guns, , 
besides a large number of Maxims. 
' 


The casualties on our side of men ' 


who were killed outright or died short- ' 
ly afterward of their wounds number 
88. Ninety others were wounded. Be- 
sides 240 officers and men taken pris- 
oners, the British had such a severe 
loss in dead and wounded that the 
whole force stampeded out of Dundee, 
leaving the Boers to bury their dead, 
including their gallant General Penn 
Symons, and to attend to their dying 
and wounded soldiers left behind. The 
Boers were left in a position of stra- 
tegical importance and masters of the 
only paying coalfields in Natal. 


The battle of Elandslaagte is one of 


those incidents which are bound to hap- 
pen—i. e., a small body of men, acting 
independently of the main army and 
beyond the fighting line, engaged a far 
superior force. There is no doubt that 
General Kock, with his small force of 
850 men, composed mostly of young 
Hollanders, Germans and Johannes- 
burg men, showed an utter contempt 
for the enemy when they engaged 
some 6,000 troops so close to the Lady- 
emith garrison. 
We suffered a great 


'loss. Besides 40 killed, our loss hi 
[wounded and prisoners was close on 
800. 


It must be borne In mind that the 


Germans, Hollanders and other auxil- 
iary forces that constituted this small 
force did not belong to the tried fight- 
ing material of the Boer ranks and 
that, led away by Impetuosity, indif- 
ferently equipped with cannon, in a 
country strange to them, without the 
prospects of re-enforcements and pa 
an expedition essentially experimental, 
they were bound to suffer defeat But 
there was no surrender; there was no 


I 'dismay. It was a grand day's work, 


'as later results have proved, and what 
at first sight appeared to be a bad re- 


, verse was converted Into a practical 


j victory—I. e., though the Boer positions 
! iwere not held, the damage inflicted on 
j -the opposing forces far exceeded the 


Boer casualties, and In that respect 
the balance of the day's events goes to 
the Boer account 


The moral effect of the plucky stand 


of these few brave men was fully prov- 
ed a few days later when in the close 
vicinity of Elandslaagte nearly the 
whole garrison of Ladysmith, fully 
equipped with artillery, turned out to 
engage a handful of Free State farm- 
ers (1,000) with one small gun. The 
attack, although protracted, was feeble 
and half hearted. The British suffered 
severely from the well <" 
''~d rifle 


fire of the Boers, their 
all cannon 


(being disabled at the very start The 
British had eventually to retire on 
Ladysmith with an ambulance which 
had to return over and over :::r;f:!n to 
convey their dead and wounded. - 


The battle of Modderspruit, fought 


on Oct 31, was again cabled to Eng- 
land as one of the series of "brilliant 
victories." The results of this battle 
are stupendous. Many of tbe enemy— 
the figures run into hundreds—have 
met the soldier's death, many hundreds 
more have been made prisoners of war, 
iand the whole position of the British 
has been permanently and materially 
weakened. The day's operation estab- 
lishes a record for the federal arms, 
and the victory has been won with a 
minimum of IOHS to the Boer army, 
which is neither affected in numbers 
nor in fighting form. 
General Jou- 


bert's words are there for testimony. 
"Never before," he says in his dis- 
patch, "has the Boer seen such fight- 
tog; never before has he marched oirl 
against a foe so formidable." 


The cause of right against might 


wins, and with what force recent 
events bear witness, until humanity 
Itself, to quote his honor, the president, 
must begin to be staggered. So far 
the plan of campaign in the enemy's 
camp bas been one of retirement) evac- 
uation 
and 
retreat.

The telling nature of the Boer fire 


has taken the enemy by surprise, and 
It is now very clear that not an inch 
of ground, not a position, bas been 
voluntarily abandoned. We have only 
to recall the facts of the Dundee camp 
to discover evidence of this and to see 
that It was intended to be a stationary 
camp and a base of operations and 
that there was no thought of abandon- 
ment; the very manner In which It 
was provided pointed to permanence, 
while the manner of the flight indicat- 
ed panic and utter rout. 


The battles of Belmont and Modder 


River, the cable reports whereof to 
hand, are on a- par with the brilliant 
victories of Glencoe and Modderspruit. 
There, as on former occasions^he fed- 
eral forces inflicted severe losses on 
the enemy, and, although attacked by 
overpowering masses, they gave a good 
account of themselves. The Boer fire 
must have had a very salutary effect 
on the enemy, for during a period of 
14 days the troops remained station- 
ary. Their forced march to Klmberley 
was thus suddenly interrupted by an 
opposing force far inferior in numbers 
and equipment Our brothers in the 
colonies, who are bound to ua by ties 
of blood and friendship, were bound, 
sooner or later, to assert themselves, 
and at present we have the satisfac- 
tion to know that thousands are join- 
ing our standard. 


But there areTmany battles still to be 


fought, and there are many difficulties 
and drawbacks to be surmounted that 
seriously militate against a successful 
issue of the war. For the hist two 
months an embargo has been laid by 
Great Britain on all food stuffs Import- 
ed into the state. We are not a food 
producing country and to a great ex- 
tent depend upoH' our food stuffs from 
Europe and America. It is true that 
Mr. Chamberlain has cabled to say 
that goods not contraband will be al- 
lowed to pass Delagoa Bay about the 
same time the cargo of the Maria 
destined for the Transvaal was confis- 
cated somewhere near the port of Na- 
tal, and from the number of warships 
cruising near Delagoa Bay, our only 
neutral point of entrance, I should say 
that greater vigilance is being exer- 
cised since the date of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's cable, and the fact remains that 
the country is gradually being drained 
of the necessities of life. 


A serious drawback to the Boer Is 


that the cables are manipulated by the 
•Demy, who has on every occasion 
tried to alienate the sympathies of the 
nations and to damage our cause by 
false and lying reports ok Boer atroci- 
ties, abuse of the white flag or the flag 
of truce, etc. It is the other way on. 
The English and their Kaffir allies 
murdered and butchered our women 
and children last week at Derde Poort, | 
and I wish to add now that among the 
murdered men were English, American 
and German subjects. I need not say 
more on this subject, as I learn that 
the different consuls have investigated 
and reported the matter to their gov- ! 
ernments. 
I 


In no Instance has the white flag ' 


been abused by the Boers—in fact it 
bas so far only been used as a safe- j 
guard for communication between the j 
contending forces. With the Boer in 
i 


battle-it Is "no surrender." He fights 
to the last as was proved at Elands- i 
laagte, where, notwithstanding 
the 


charge of the lancers, a small detached 
body of Boers, mostly wounded and 
exhausted by the day's strife, suffered 
death rather than hoist the white flag. 


The English are using every possible 


endeavor to induce the Zulu chiefs to 
.attack the Boer laagers at Elandslaagte 
and Ladysmith. Some chiefs have been 
asked to supply 700 men, others more, 
and Dinlzulu has been approached by 
the English to give them assistance.

to be protracted and that monQkTmay 
come and go before there Is even an In- 
dication of the end. Under these cir- 
cumstances I make an appeal to the 
nations of the world and demand of 
them to know whether the first page of 
a new Christian era like the close of 
the last Is to be written In blood. 


England makes a degenerate specta- 


cle, and the correction had to come 
from some quarter sooner or later, and 
It seems that the task has fallen to 
this little nation, the descendants of 
France, Germany and Holland. It Is 
hard on the republics that this heavy 
role should befall them, that so great 
tin undertaking should be placed upon 
their shoulders, but It will be criminal 
on the part of the great powers to suf- 
fer this little nation to perish by fam- 
ine since the sword has failed. 


DECEMBER 16.—On the 10th the battle 


of Stormberg Junction was fought, the 
full particulars whereof are not to 
hand, so I can only give an outline of 
what occurred. First, allow me to ob- 
serve that the Lord's day seems to b« 
the favorite day for the English to at- 
tack. The reason I can assign for this 
Is that on that day the primitive Boer 
still observes his devotions to the Most 
High and la, as It were, taken un- 
awares. The battle of Stormberg Junc- 
tion brought most disastrous results to 
the enemy. 


The Boer laager, consisting of about 


1,000 
burghers under Commandants 


Swanepoel and Oliver, was attacked by 
an English force of about 1,300 men 
with six cannon. Major Sturgess, 6 of- 
ficers, 20 noncommissioned 
officers, 


with 220 men of the Northumberland 
fnsileers and" 2 officers' and 280" men of 
the Royal Irish fusileers, surrendered 
and 'were taken prisoners. It is unoffi- 
cially reported that more prisoners 
were taken. The Boers alfio captured 
three cannon. There Is no official re- 
port to hand giving the casualties of 
the enemy. Their loss must have been 
very severe. As late as yesterday our 
burghers were still busy burying the 
enemy's dead and looking after the 
wounded, though most of their wound- 
ed had been removed by them. On our 
Bide the casualties are 8 killed, Com- 
mandant Swanepoel slightly wounded 
and 23 wounded. 


Asva fitting sequel to the battle of 


Btormberg comes the battle of Magers- 
fontein, or Scholtznek, at Modder riv- 
er. Pitted against the simple Boer ma- 
terial we have In crushing numbers the 
flower and chivalry of the British ar- 
my. Again the unexpected happens, 
nnd Genoral Cronje has again to un- 
dertake the task of burying the ene- 
my's 
dead. The battle raged at Inter- 


vals from the llth to 13th of Decem- 
ber. The following details of the bat- 
tle are to hand: 


Three times the enemy attacked our 


positions and were as often repulsed. 
The federal forces held their positions. 
On retiring, the enemy left a large 
number of tents behind, and a large 
quantity of ammunition fell into our 
hands and an assortment of miners' 
and sappers' tools. The Boers are still 
busy burying the English dead, and at 
the lowest computation the English 
must have lost 1 000 men. One hun- 
dred prisoners of war have been taken. 
The Black Watch suffered heavily. An 
eye-witness reports that the battlefield 
was converted Into a veritable sham- 
bles. The casualties on our side ar* 
about 100 killed and wounded. 


Our official archives remind us that 


in the year 1870 the president of the 
United States of America was pleased 
to Inform us of the great satisfaction 
the American nation felt to acknowl- 
edge our republic as a "sovereign 
state." Since then American citizens 
have flocked to this country In num- 
bers. In every Instance the hand of 
good fellowship has been extended to 
them. In no country have they been 
more hospitably received. There is not 
a single case of disagreement on rec- 
ord. 


But, behold, with the first war not* 


of the oppressor we are informed that 
America Is acting in league with the 
enemy, that her fleet Is to coast in 
African waters to demonstrate her 
friendly feeling toward England, and 
that she is prepared, in case of Inter- 
ference of foreign powers, to make 
common cause with England. An Im- 
pertinent 
braggadocio at Mafeklng 


warns our burghers that America has 
espoused England's cause. Bnt we can- 
not, will not believe it If our sister 
republic has no sympathy or fellow 
feeling with us, if the boasted conde- 
scension of Great Britain la to be pre- 
ferred to sincerity and truth, we will 
no longer believe In the Justice and In- 
tegrity of the American nation, and all 
her profession of Christianity we will 
consider as so much empty sound. 


Astounding accounts of yesterday's 


battle at Colenso, Tugela, reached us 
this morning. Ten large Armstrong 
field guns were taken from the enemy; 
also a number of wagons (13) loaded 
with ammunition. Thor^srndsof theene- 
my are lying dead on the battlefield, 150 
prisoners taken and the great Buller is 
In full retreat. Our casualties were SO 
killed and wounded. All the foreign 
military attaches were spectators of 
the scene. 
Our forces consisted of 


about 5,000 men and four cannon. The 
enemy was far -superior In numbers 
and artillery equipment Our auxiliary 
forces—German, Irish, Hollanders and 
American—were to the fore,

Prof. J. Liberty Tadd's Theories of 
Education Through Manual Training 


Manual training as tausht In most of 


the public schools of the country is In 
a very undeveloped stage, and hardly 
worthy the name, according to Profes- 
sor J. Liberty Tadd of Philadelohia, 
and he outlined his ideas in a most in- 
teresting and instructive lecture in 
normal school hall last eveniner. The 
lecture was given under the auspices 
of the Monday club, and there was a 
fair sized audience present. Principal 
Murdock introduced the speaker} 


The lecture was illustrated 
with 


views of the manual training classes 
in the public industrial art sclwo!. Ro- 
man Catholic high school and evening 
schools of Philadelphia, where Profes- 
sor Tadd's theories are beinsr workefl 
out, and by Prtofessor Tadd himself, in 
showing- what could be accomplished in 
the way of training bath, hands. His 
•uork in. this> line was remarkable and 
of especial interest. 


Those who were of the ooinlon that 


manual training was designed to teach. 
boys and girls a trade or the founda- 
tion of one were surprised by the state- 
ment that this was by no means to be 
desired, but that the purpose of manual 
training was to train and develop the 
senses in connection with the develop- 
ment of the mind, and entirely apart 
from any, one process. 


Prof. Tadd implied that toks were 


given to children, ai too early an aze, 
and that they should be taught first to 
develop 
the 
senses 
by 
the 
use 


of 
the senses. 
Information 
should 


not come at second hand, or through 
books, until the child had learned the 
basis of it at first hand, or through the 
senses. The hands and eves should be 
trained as well as the mind and the 
impression on the mind should be made 
stronger by the use of^ the hand. The 
purpose of manual training is to devel- 
op children to use their hands, and one- 
hand as well as the other, so that, al- 
though they might not have received 
a technical training- in any one line 
ot work, the hands would be ready to 
take it up easy and gracefully at any 
time. 


Dexterity rather than accuracy he 


held to be the thing to be aimed for, 
since accuracy would come with con- 
stant repetition. He emphasized the 
necessity of an all-round development 
which should train the 
entire body. 


He asserted that our present school 
system tends to hold children 
back 


from reaching the highest development, 
rather than to aid them. 


Professor Tadd (outlined the work 


that is done under this system, first 
drawing, then moulding- in clay, and 
finally the creation of ideas in wood. 
He had manv illustrations and inci- 
dents to make his theories clear, and 
hs-'.u ths attention of 
his 
audience 


f'Te'i*. 


His ideas have been, in practice in 


Philadelphia tor over 20 years, but only 
within the last two years has he con- 
sented to stve lectures on the subject, 
as he was anxious toi see how the the- 
ories would develop. But now th-ere are 
men and women who were trained un- 
der this system, and whose lives are al- 
ready showing a broader development 
than is believed tO' be possible under 
the old systems o<f education.

The bill is present- 
ed by the legislative committee of the 
Boston Pnoduce exchang-e and has. re- 
ceived the indorsement of the Massa- 
chusetts fish and same commission. 


The co-operation of the sDortsmen of 


the state is now earnestly sought and 
with their help it is believed the bill 
can be made a law. In view of the 
wholesale destruction of woodcock and 
partridges in this county this r>ast fall, 
the bill meets with the hearts aooroval 
of all Berkshire sr>ortsmen a.nd they 
hope it will be favorably acted uoon by 
the legislature. The petition was ra- 
pidly sirrned in his city, by men who 
are inter( sted in game preservation.

Well Known Men 


AN EXORBITANT COMMISSION 


Alleged to Have Been Charged for 


Complicated Transactions. G, D. 
Cleveland and F. S. Smith Plead 


Not Guilty, and Held Under 


$1000 Bonds Each 


G. D. Cleveland and F. S, Smith were 


arrested last night, and were charged 
in court this morning- with larceny, on 
complaint of Solomon Belden of Clarks- 
burg. 
Through Lawyer Parker they 


pleaded not guilty ana the case was 
continued tot a hearing for a week. 
ICach was placed under bonds of $1000, 
which was secured. 


The news of their arrest caused much 


surprise, and the trial will be awaited 
with interest, as the case involves the 
attitude of the defendants, who acted 
as agents for Mr. Belden in a real es- 
tate transaction. 


The charge of larceny is brought un- 


der the act of 1S99, which defines under 
the head of larceny nearly all transac- 
tions in which money is falsely ob- 
tained. 


The complainant alleges that last fall 


Cleveland and Smith cxS real estate | 
a,genta were entrusted wrth the sale of 
a timber lot m Keadsbc-ro, Vt., which 
was disposed of to the Readstooro chair 
company for about ?400. Of this amount 
the complainant alleges he has re- 
ceived nothing beyond about $60 paid 
for him on another account, in connec- 
tion, with other property which the 
firm had in hand for him. 


According- to his story the firm did ' 


considerable work in connection with 
the saving of this other property from 
the foreclosure at a mortgage, and re- 
fused to turn over any of the money 
received for the Readsboro property, 
claiming a bill for services that would 
eciual it. 


The defendants) will present a case 


which they think -will be conclusive, 
and the evidence will involve many 
details of the various transactions. 
Several exf the witnesses will be mem- 
bers) of Mr. Belden'si family, the prop- 
erty having been held in his wife's 
name. 


The defendants are well known, Mr. 


Smith having- been, a civil engineer for 
many years, and having gone into part- 
nership with Mr. Cleveland ir> the real 
estate business about a year agr>. Both 
men secured ball shortly after their ar- 
rest last nis;ht.

CLEARED A YEAR'S MYSTERY 


Whereabouts of Boy Who Disappeared 


From Train io This City 


The finding of the whereabouts of 


the little Syrian peddler boy who dis- 
appeared from the city about a year 
ago, as reported yesterday, solves a 
mystery that has agitated the Syrian 
population 
of the city greatly, and 


which has interested the many who 
knew the missing youngster as one of 
the brightest of the foreign boys who 
go from house to house with a box and 
pack of goods. He had traveled through 
this city and the towns of "Williams- 
town and Adams, and at the time of 
his disappearance there were many 
who knew his face who did not know 
his name, Shayne Ellis Joseph. 


He disappeared without warning one 


day, and his father used every effort to 
locate mm. He was finally found by 
friends in New Tork, and his father 
sent money to pay his fare to this city. 
He was provided with a ticket and 
placed on the train for North Adams, 
but h'e never arrived here. At some 
point on tho trip he left the train and 
again disappeared. Some months ago 
his father gave up hope of ever finding 
him again and left for his old home in 
Syria. 


Some time ago the police here re- 


ceived word 
from a man in Boone, 


Iowa, that he had living with him a 
Syrian boy who had spoken of North 
Adams, but who gave his name as 
Battery. Chief Dinneen investigated 
the case, and finally came to the con- 
clusion that the boy must be the mis- 
sing Joseph. On showing the descrip- 
tion to one of the latter's acquaintances 
he found that it was identical, and 
there is little doubt that the Iowa lad 
is the one for whom, there has been 
such long search. The boy has a sis- 
ter living here, and the father in Syria 
will undoubtedly 
be communicated 


with.
